Precisely when lie struck on the idea 


of the Tapeworm there is nothing at 
hand to te'l, though that h not material; 
perhaps in 3S37, since it was !-i Jaiiuaij1 


of 1S3S that the committee of the legisla- 
ture reported in favor of the Cumberland 
Valley. The Tapeworm was a part ol 
the public works of the state, In May 
of 1888 he had himself appointed a mem- 
ber of the board of canal commissioners, 
and then had himself elected president 
of it, which iiiul in charge the fortunes 
of the Tauewoim. The completion of it 
would be good for the ore land and the 
construction of it would increase the 
amount of patronage, which would be 
highly useful when liitner was again a 
candidate for the governorship. Stevens 
was one of his right hand men; accord- 
ing to one authority, Stevens was his 
master, but prejudices remain long after 
the occasion of them 1ms passed away. 
Too much confidence should not be re- 
posed in such authorities. 
Thaddeus 


was dead set against the put chase of 
ocomotives for the Philadelphia and 
Columbia, because thereby the control of 
the road would pass to the canal corn- 
miusioners and they would have patron- 
ige to distribute, whereby the people 
would be corrupted and our free institu- 
tions endangered. The Democrats were 
n power then. In 1S3S the Anti-Masonic 
liitner was iu the governor's chair and 
patronage was perfectly proper; indeed, 
a means of preserving the purity of the 
people and strengthening our free in- 
stitutions.
